HERTZ THE REAL DISCOVERER 


Marconi 
Made 
Practical 
8uecess 
of 
tha Wireless, but Was Not First 
in the Field. 


The principle of wireless telegraphy 
is easily comprehended. 
As la known 
light and heat move in waves whose 
lengths can be measured. 
Thus, the 
sun gives out in every direction light 
in a series of undulating waves which 
may not only be measured, but can be 
deflected, polarized, and so on. 
Some 
Idea of this may be 
gained 
from 
the 
well-know- n 
fact that when a stone 
is thrown 
into a smooth pool of 
wa- 
ter a series of circular waves extends 
in all directions. 
If any floating ob 
ject comes within 
these 
waves they 
are oscillated. 
It was the 
lamented 
Prof. 
Herts 
who discovered 
that electricity, 
. like 
light and heat, also moves in waves 
which may be measured. Just precise- 
ly how these 
yaves pass through the 
atmosphere 
is not wholly understood, 
but it is believed that they have some 
relation to ether, which is 
omninres-en-t 
and which is believed to constitute 
all 
matter 
under different 
negative 
electrical conditions. 
In wireless 
tel- 
egraphy 
a series 
of Hertzian 
waves 
are Bet up by powerful electrical 
dyna- 
mos or batteries, ar.I tese are dis- 
charged from the top of a high mast 
or pole. 
These waves extend 
in all 
directions, 
and, unless their force is 
expended by distance they excite cer- 
tain effects in the receiver of wireless 
telegraph instruments within the zone, 
just as the waves disturb chips on a 
pool. 
Messages are eent and received 
somewhat 
on the plan 
of 
ordinary 
Morse code by wires, in that electrical 
impulses are regulated 
so as to spell 
words according to a code. 
To Marconi belongs the credit 
of

good pec 
THE 
of Jersey 
1773 
were 
horrified by a 
"fall 
from 
grace" 
on the part of one 
of their best loved, 
most promls ing 
youths. 
The 
lad 
was seventeen 


year-ol- d 
Aaron 
uurr, 
son 
or the Aaron burr 
president of Princeton 
college, 
son 
and grandson of famous 
clergymen. 
He himself had been prepared for col- 
lege at eleven and had been a Prince- 
ton graduate at sixteen. 
Then, after 
studying theology lor a year, he calm- 
ly announced that he did not believe 
in religion 
of any sort. 
His private 
life had already 
proved hlai to be as 
Jacking in morals as in Godliness. 
Burr was only nineteen when the 
revolution 
began. 
He dropped 
the 
study of law and enlisted as a private 
soldier in the patriot army. 
But he 
tired of regular military lite and went 
as a volunteer 
with Benedict Arnold 
on the 
Arnold-Montgomer- 
y 
expedition 
against Quebec. 
He quarreled 
with 
Arnold and joined Montgomery. Then 
he quarreled 
with 
Montgomery and 
went back to Arnold. 
He could "get 
on" with no commander. Yet so brave- 
ly did he fight in that unfortunate ex- 
pedition 
that 
on 
his return he 
wa3 
made a major. 
He 
joined 
George 
Washington's 
staff. He and the chief were about as 
well suited to each other as a 
rattle-snak- o 
and a war horse. 
Burr openly 
sneered at Washington's 
stiff discip- 
line 
and 
lofty 
honor. 
Washington 
found Burr's evil morals disgusting and 
was eflraged at 
the 
youth's 
Impu- 
dence. 
Then and there began a 
mu- 
tual and lifelong hatred. 
After 
six 
weeks. 
Burr left Washington's 
staff 
and 
joined 
Gen. 
Israel 
Putnam's. 
Though he and "Old Put" did not agree 
specially well with each other. Burr's 
courage and 
military 
talent 
raised 
him. In 1777, to the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. 
And be fought gallantly until 
1779. 
Then, sick of war and angry be- 
cause be was not promoted faster, he 
left the army. 
(He had long been one of Washing- 
ton's opponents and had taken lively 
part in the Lee and Gates conspiracies 
against the chief. 
This and his quar- 
relsome ' nature may have been what 
barred him from promotion. 
For as 
long as Washington 
was 
in 
power 
Burr was made to feel the weight of 
his enmity. 
In later years Burr was 


,mentioned for minister to France and 
for other high government 
posts. But 
President Washington 
always refused 
him such honors.) 
Leaving the army. Burr 
became 
a 
lawyer and soon afterward moved to 
New York. 
He rose to the height or 
his profession, married 
a rich widow 
and speedily became a mighty power 
in New York politics. 
In 17SS he was 
attorney general, and in 1791 went to 
the United States senate, 
in 1S00 he 
"fed" with Thomas Jefferson 
in the 
election 
for president. 
In order to 
win the presidency 
he deserted his 
political 
friends 
' and 
curried 
favor 
With his party's foes. 
But in spite of 
these and other sharp tactics 
Jeffer- 
son was at length elected. 
Burr, by 
the custom of those days, became 
vice-presiden- t. 


It was the summit 
of 
his career. 
Then came the gradual fall. 
Burr had 
a political 
quarrel 
with Alexander 
Hamilton, 
which ended, July 
7, 1804, 
in a pi3tol duel at Weehawken, 
N. J. 
Burr killed Hamilton. 
It was a fair 
fight, and one man was probably no 
more to blame, 
In the quarrel, than 
the other. 
Yet Hamilton had been so 
popular that Burr after the duel was 
politically 
crushed. 
Smarting with anger at the public's 
disapproval. 
Burr went to the south- 
west and there plunged with feverish 
energy 
into 
a 
mysterious 
scheme 
whose exact nature 
13 still doubtful. 
The general testimony 
Is 
that 
he 
planned 
to conquer 
Mexico and 
to 
merge it with Texas, Louisiana, 
etc., 
into a great southwestern 
kingdom, 
empire or republic, with New Orleans 
for its capital 
and 
himself 
as 
its 
ruler. 
The scheme 
flourished 
for a 
time, but collapsed when the 
United 
States government 
denounced 
it and 
arrested Burr for treason. 
Burr was 
acquitted, 
but found it wise to leave 
America. 
He went to England, where 
he was maturing new plans when the 
British expelled him as "an embarras- 
sing person." 
He was forbidden 
to 
return to his own country and for a 
time 
drifted 
about 
Europe, 
almost 
penniless. 
But in 1S12 he sailed for New York 
disguised, and opened a law office crj 
Nassau street, 
liis 
geni-j- 
s 
quicfcl 
enabled 
him to win a 
new 
fortune. 
He added to his wealth by marry in j? a 
second widow, 
Mme. Jumel. who 
ifcrt 
niru after he had squandered much o: 
her fortune. 
Ij the course of the next few years 
hard luck 
came 
again. 
Old, inrirm, 
poor, shunned by his former friends, 
hi3 family gone, Aaron 
Burr 
finally 
became an object of charity and died 
at Port Richmond, S. L, September 
14, 
1836.
